Rotary donates 
$48,800 to 
scholarship fund 


The East Jordan Rotary Club has transferred 
$48,800 from its scholarship foundation to a new 
endowment fund within the Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation. Income from the 
endowment will be used each year to grant 
scholarships to graduates of East Jordan High 
School. 

According to Scott Beatty, president of the 
Charlevoix County Community Foundation, the 
first of the scholarships will be awarded later this 
spring. “This gift reaffirms a long-standing 
commitment East Jordan Rotarians have made to 
our community’s young people,” Beatty says. 
“Their generosity will enable students to pursue 
a college education who otherwise might not 
have had that chance.” 

The gift not only boosts the Foundation’s 
permanent scholarship endowment to $148,800—- 
it also qualified for matching grant money from 
the W.K. Kellogg Foundation. Under an 
arrangement with Kellogg, each local dollarraised 
by the Charlevoix County Community Foundation 
is eligible for a 50-cent matching gift.

_ If the Central Lake and Ellsworth 
communities respond as positively 
as they did last year, their school 
districts are on their way to earning 
hundreds - even thousands - of dol- 
lars worth of advanced learning aids. 

The reason? Both areas are par- 
ticipating in a unique promotion 
known as “Driving for Education” 
this spring. 

According to local sponsor Crown 
Motors of Charlevoix spokesperson 
Bruce Wilson, “This program is part 
of a nationwide effort of Chevrolet 


dealers who are stimulating 


volunteeer community activity in 
support of local schools and the 
improvement of education in 
America.” 

Wilson isn’t just paying lip ser- 
vice to that ideal, either.

According to Wilson, both dis- 
tricts far outperformed larger areas 
such as Charlevoix - “A real tribute 
to the level of community involve- 
ment in your area.” 

Also taking part for the first time 
this year from the Central Lake area 
is Ebenezer Christian School. Their 
effort earlier this month netted 41 
points - far above the minimum 25 
required to be eligible for awards. 
that now include Texas Instruments 
calculators, Wilson sporting goods 
and Encyclopaedia Britannica, along 
with the Apple computers and 
Magnavox audio/visual equipment 
offered in 1992. 

There is no pressure on partici- 
pants to buy, Wilson stated. Drivers 
must be licensed and over 21; li- 
censed drivers under 21 must be 
accompanied by a parent or guard- 
ian. The requirments: Take a test 
drive and fill out a simple form. 

“Last year, we had a few convert- 
ibles and vans that were especially 
popular,” Wilson noted. “It was 
great; actually a lot of fun for every- 
one.”

Burning ban imposed 


Department of Natural Resources 
Director Roland Harmes announced 
that the DNR, United States Forest 
Service and those local units of gov- 
ernment authorized under the state’s 
forest fire law (Act 329) will not be 
issuing burn permits from Apmil 17 
to May 16in an effort to curb Michi- 
gan wildfires. 

“Spring is the most critical ime of 
year for wildfires in Michigan,” 
Harmes said. “Some 42 percent of 
all the state’s wildfires and more 
than half of those that burn over 100 
acres occur during the lasttwo weeks 
of April and the first two weeks of 
May. The outdoor burning of yard 
and household debris is responsible 
for 37 percent of the wildfires dur- 
ing this time period.” 


While burming permits are not re- 
quired under the state’s forest fire 
law for recreational campfires, burn- 
ing : in an ‘approved debris oe (a
